The 
Mutual Thsurance Company will take the 
bills in sums over 5 dollars. 
‘The consequence is the bills are selling to- 
day from 15 to 25 per cent. discount, the bro- 
kers refusing to buy at any price. And all 
this because the Gas Light refused longer to 
take them! The bills we consider quite as 
good as any issued in the State of Hlinois, but 
they are deprived of credit. The “credit sys- 
tem” operates admirably. 

We understand arrangements are on foot 
to restore the credit of the bills—if they are 
perfected, we will take the notes in payment 
of dues, but not otherwise.

Ry 
ite fundamental Inv, it preseribed limits ia point 
of time to its continuance; and against its own 
citizona, who might so far forget tho rights of bu 
mnnity as fo engage in that wicked traffic, it has 
Jong since, by its onnicipal nwa, denounced the 
most condign punishment. 

Many of the States composing this Union, 
had made appeals to the civilized world for 
its suppression, long before the moral sense 
of other nations had become shocked by the 
iniquities of the traffic, Whether this Gov- 
ernment should now enter into treuties con- 
taining mutual stipulations upon this subject, 
isa question for its mature deliberation. Ce 
tain itis, that ifthe right to detain American 
ships on the high seas can be justified on the 
plea of a necessity for such detention, arising 
out of the existence of treaties between other 
nations, the same plea may he extended and 
enlarged by the new stipulations of new trea- 
ties, to which the United States may not be a 
party. 

‘This gavernment will not cease to urge up 
on that of Great Britain, full and ample re- 
mouneration for all losses Whether arising from 
detention or otherwise, to which American 
citizens have heretofore been, or may hereaf- 
ler be subjected, by the exercise of rights 
which this Government cannot recognise as 
legitimate and proper. Nor will I indulge a 
doubt but that the sense of justice of Great 
Britain will constrain her to make retribution 
for any wrong, or loss, Which any American 
citizen, engaged in the prosceution of lawful 
commerce, may have experienced atthe hand 
of her cruisers, or other public authorities. — 
This Government, at the same time, will re- 
lax no effort to prevent its citizens, if there 
» diaposod, from prosecuting a traffic 
so revolting to the feelings af humanity. ft 
sceks to do no more han to protect the fair 
and hovest trader, froin ‘molestation and in- 
jury; but while the enterprising mariner, en- 
gayed 1 the pursuit of an honorable trae, is 
entitled to 418 protection, it will visit with 
condign punishment, others of an opposite 
character. 

Tinvite your attention to existing laws for 
the suppression of the African slave trade, 
and recommend all such alterations, as may 
give to them greater force and efficacy. ‘That 
the American flag is grossly abused by the 
abandoned and profligate of other nations, is 
but too probable, Congress has, not long 
since, had this subject under its consideration, 
and its importance well justifies renewed and 
anxions attention. 

Talso communicate herewith the copy of a 
correspondence bewween Mr. Stevenson and 
Lord Palmerston, upon the subject so interes- 
ting to several of the Southern States, of the 
rice duties, which resulted honorably tothe 
justice of Great Britain, and advantageously 
to the United States. ef 

At the opening of the last annual session, 
the President informed Congress of the pro- 
gress which had then been made in negocin- 
tiug a convention between this Government 
and that of England, with a view to the final 
settlement of the question of the boundary 
between the territorial Jimits of the two coun- 
tries. Tregret to say, that little further ad- 
vancement of the oblect bas been accomplish- 
ed since last year; but this is owing lo cir- 
cumstances no way indicative of any abate- 
ment of the desiré of both parties to hasten 
the negociation to its conclusion, and to set- 
tle the question in dispute, as ently as possi- 
ble. In the course of the session, it is my 
hope tobe able to announce some further de~ 
gree of progress,towards the accomplishment 
of the highly desirable end. 

‘The commission appointed by the Govern- 
ment for the exploration «& survey of the line 
of boundary sepurating the States of Maine 
and New Hampshire from the conterminous 
British Provinces is, it is believed, about to 
close its field of Iabors, and 18 expected soon 
to report the results of its examinations to the 
Department of State.

‘The failure on the part of Spain to pay, 

with punctuality, the interest due under the 
Convention of 1834, for the settlement of 
cluims between the two countri has made 
it the daty ofthe Executive to call the parti 
Jur attention of that Government to the sibs 
jret. A disposition has been manifested by it, 
which is believed tobe entirely sincere, to ful- 
fil its ubligatious, in this respéct, 50 soon as its 
interoal condition, and the stute of its finances 
will permit. An arrangement is in pro; 
fromthe result of which, it is (rusted, that 
those of our citizens who have claims under 
this convention, will, at-no distant day, re 
ive the stipulated payments. 
A treaty of commerce and navigation with 
Bel m Was concluded and signed at Wasli~ 
ington on the 29th of March 1840, a1 
duly sanetioned by the Senate of ty 
ted States. ‘The treaty was ratified by his 
Belgian Majesty, but did eve the ap- 
probation of the Belgian Chambers within the 
lime limited by its terms, and bas, therefore, 
become void.

The United States cannot but take a deep 
interest in whatever relates to this young, but 
growing Republic. — Settled principally by 
emigrants from the Unired: States, we hav 
the happiness to know, that the ureat prit 
ples of civil liberty are there destined to 
flourish, tinder wise institutions and wholo 
some laws: and that, theomzh its example, 
another evidence is to be afforded ofthe expas 
city of popular institutions to advance the 
prosperity, happiness nnd permanent glory of 
the human race. ‘The geeat truth, that gov 
ernment was made for the peaple, and not 
the peop'e far the government, has alrenly 
been established in the practice and by the 
example of these United Stites; and we can 
dv no other than contemplate its future ex 
emplification by « sister Republic, with the 
deepest interest. 

Our relations with the independent States 
of this hemisphere, formerly under the do- 
minion of Spain, have not undergone any 
niaterial change within the past year. ‘The 
incessant sanguinary conflicts in, or between 
those countries, are to be greatly deplored, as 
necessarily tending to disable them from 
performing heir duties as members of the) 
community of nations, and rising to the des- 
tiny which the position and natural resources | 
of many of them might lead them justly to 
anticipate, as constantly giving occasion, also, 
directly or indirectly, to complaints on the 
part of our citizens who resort thither for 
purpores of commercial intercourse, and as a 
retarding reparation for wrongs’ already 
committed, some of Which are by no means 
of recent date. 

The failure of the Congress of Ecuador 
to hold a session, at the time appointed 
for that purpose, in January last, will prob 
bly render abortivea treaty of commerce with 
that Republic, which was signed at Quito on 
the 13thof June, 1899, and had been duly 
ratified on our part, but which required the 
approbation of that body, prior to its ratifiew- 
tion by the Beuadorian Executive. 

A convention which has been concluded 
with the Republic of Peru, providing fur the 
settlement of veriain claims of eitizens of the 
United States, upon the Government of that 
Republic, will be duly submitted to the Sen- 
ate. 

‘The claims of our citizens against the 


Brazilian Government, originating from 
captures and other causes, are still un- 
satisfied. ‘The United States have, howe 


ver, 80 uniformly shown a disposition to cul- 
livate relations of amity with ‘that Empire, 
that it ishoped Uhe unequivocal tokens uf the 
ame spirit towards us, which an adjustment 
of the affairs referred to would affard, will be 
given without further avoidable delay.
